Upon trying to return the CD for a refund, | was told that since it
was opened, | could only exchange it for the sanme title. Eventually, | found a
program cal | ed CDParanoi a that successfully encoded the CD into wav files that
| was able to convert into ogg files. This allowed nme to finally listen to the
nmusic that | had | egally purchased. CDParanoia (and the Ogg Vorbis file
format) may be illegal under the DMCA. My exanple shows that there are non-
